ment and known to have

cratic Society. 

I He also said intensive ef- 
forts were under way to ac- 
count for other persons be- 
Ueved to be associated with 
groups *‘prone to radical vio- 
lence.” 

I Chicago newspapers re- 
ported that after the Bank 
4)t America bombing, agents 
bf the FBI, Central Intelli- 
gence Agency and Treasury 


Department bad questioned 
two persons who had main- 
tained and managed an 
apartment building on Chi- 
cago’s North Side. 

They were seeking infor- 
mation, the report said, of a 
Christopher Charles Mohr, 
whose name was used in the 
registration of all nine 
safety deposit boxes. Mohr 
had used the Chicago ad- 
dress. Authorities believe 
the name is fictitious. 
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
